Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my 
first  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  District 
for  the  year  1948.  During  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  under  review  Dr.  Alec  Muschamp  was  acdical 
Officer  of  Health. 

The  year  1948  has  been  a notable  one,  as 
on  the  5th  July  there  came  into  operation  three  closely 
related  pieces  of  legislation,  namely  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  The  National  Assistance  Act, 

1948,  and  the  Children  Act,  1948,  which  have  effected 
a revolution  in  our  social  and  administrative  structure . 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  established 
a comprehensive  National  Health  Service  available  to 
everyone.  As  was  to  be  expected  the  setting  up  of  the 
vast  and  complicated  administrative  machinery  to  implement 
the  Act  has  been  beset  by  numerous  problems  and  difficultie 
In  addition  the  demands  made  by  the  public  have  severely 
stressed  certain  sections  of  the  service,  notably  the 
general  medical,  dental,  ophthalmic  and  hospital  services. 
It  is  obvious,  however,  that  so  radical  a measure  cannot 
immediately  attain  efficiency,  and  it  will  be  many  years 
before  a complete  service  can  be  provided. 

The  National  Assistance  Act  brought  to  an 
end  the  relief  of  the  destitute  under  the  Poor  Laws 
which  dated  from  the  year  1601.  The  Children  Act  is 
designed  to  make  better  provision  for  the  care  of  children 
deprived  of  a normal  home  life. 

Locally  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration  commenced  in  this  area  on  the  1st  April, 
and  entailed  taking  over  from  the  Central  Department 
at  County  Hall  most  of  the  day  to  day  administration 
of  the  County  Council’s  health  services  in  the  Division, 
and  the  building  up  of  the  necessary  local  administrative 
machinery  for  this  purpose. 

Under  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  responsible  for  the  day  to 
day  administration  of  the  County  Council’s  health 
services  in  your  District,  and  has  similar  functions 
in  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  and  the  Horsforth  Urban 
District.  This  arrangement  should  lead  to  a close 
integration  of  all  the  Public  Health  Services  provided 
in  Aireborough  by  your  Authority  and  the  County  Council . 

As  it  is  thought  that  the  Council  would 
like  to  have  at  its  disposal  information  on  all  the 
health  services  in  the  District,  reference  has  been 
made  to  certain  services  which,  though  not  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council,  are  administered  locally 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Divisional  Medical 
Officer . 
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The  death  rate  at  12.5  shows  little  change 
from  the  previous  year,  43^  of  the  deaths  were 
attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation. 

The  birth  rate  at  16.9  ohows,  however,  a marked  decline 
on  the  figures  of  23.2  for  1947.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  of  22  compares  very  favourably  with  39  for  the 
Administrative  County  and  34  for  England  and  Wales.  As 
in  the  previous  year,  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  District,  was  very  free  from  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.  Although  further  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  were  expected  in  view  of  the  1947  epidemic, 
only  two  cases  were  notified,  both  of  which  were  of  a 
mild  character. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  very  warm  and  friendly 
welcome  I received  on  taking  up  my  appointment,  and 
for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  work  of  the 
Department,  I would  also  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  willing  help  and  co-operaticn  I have  received  from 
the  Officers  of  the  Council.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


FOR  THE  AREA 


1.  STAFF. 

Full  details  of  the  staff  of  the  Department 
are  given  at  the  beginning  of  this  report. 

2.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Wakefield  undertakes  the  bacterio- 
logical examination  of  clinical  specimens,  milk,  water, 
etc.  and  certain  biochemical  tests  on  milk  and  ice-cream. 

Facilities  exist  in  the  Council's  laboratory 
at  Grange  House  for  carrying  out  biochemical  tests  on 
milk  and  ice-cream. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  milk,  foodstuffs, 
water,  etc.  is  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Richardson  & 

Jaffe,  Bradford. 

3.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Council's  free  ambulance  service  for  the 
District  which  commenced  on  1st  April,  1946,  was  taken 
over  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  on  the  15th 
February,  1948,  the  District  being  served  by  the  depot 
at  White  Cross,  Guiseley. 

Since  the  11th  September,  1948,  this  service 
has  also  carried  out  the  conveyance  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  previously  undertaken  by  the  ambulance  stationed 
at  the  Wharf edale  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

4.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

Considerable  changes  occurred  during  the  year 
in  the  arrangements  for  home  nursing  in  the  District 
as  a result  of  the  duty  placed  on  the  County  Council 
under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  to 
provide  a home  nursing  service  in  their  area.  By  agree- 
ment with  the  Guiseley,  Yoadon  and  Rawdon  District 
Nursing  Associations,  the  whole  of  the  responsibility 
for  home  nursing  was  taken  over  from  the  Associations 
by  the  County  Council  as  from  the  5th  July,  and  the 
service  carried  on  as  part  of  the  County  Council's 
Health  Services. 

Since  the  transfer,  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
that  the  same  nurses  have  continued  to  serve  the 
District,  and  there  has  been  no  interruption  of  the 
services  provided.  The  appointment  of  a relief  nurse 
for  holidays,  off  duty  and  illness  has  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  nurses.

<3)  Institutional  Confinements 

Normal  maternity  cases  are  booked  through  the 
Central  Booking  Bureau  at  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  which 
is  now  operated  by  the  County  Council  as  agents  of  the 
Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  allocates  the  cases 
to  beds  in  former  County  Hospitals.  In  view  of  the 
scarcity  of  hospital  beds,  it  has  been  necessary  to  give 
priority  to  first  conf inements , and  to  cases  where  tht 
environmental  conditions  are  unsuitable  for  a home 
conf inement . 


It  should  be  noted  that  these  arrangements 
relate  only  to  normal  confinements.  Emergency  maternity 
cases  are  sent  direct  to  the  nearest  appropriate  hospital 
by  the  doctor  concerned.  Abnormal  cases  are  referred  :o 
the  consultant  clinic  at  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  and 
the  consultant  then  arranges  for  their  admission  to 
hospital  if  required. 

Of  the  4.18  births  registered  in  1948,  to 
mothers  normally  resident  in  Aireborough,  156  took  place 
at  home  and  262  at  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  or  addresses 
outside  the  District.

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(4)  Dental  Treatnent  for  Expectant  Mothers

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8.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Miss  Buck,  one  of  the  County  Council’s 
Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  undertakes  duties  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  and  training  of 
mentally  defective  persons  in  the  area  who  are  under 
statutory  supervision,  guardianship  or  on  licence 
from  Institutions.  She  is  also  concerned  with  the 
after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental  Hospitals. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Leeds 
Mental  Health  Service  for  children  who  have  been 
reported  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  as  ineducable 
and  who  are  living  at  home,  to  attend  daily  at  the 
West  Leeds  Occupation  Centre,  Armley  Grange,  Stanningley 
Road,  Leeds. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officer  whose  duty  it  is 
to  take  initial  proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  persons  of  unsound  mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental 
Treatment  Acts,  is  Mr.  J.  Rollisson,  Divisional 
Welfare  Office,  Bradford. 


9.  DOMESTIC  HELPS  SERVICE. 

Although  statutorily  now  called  Domestic 
Helps  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  these 
ladies  are  still  popularly  referred  to  as  Home  Helps, 
a term  which  was  generally  applied  to  them  before  the 
Act  came  into  force. 

There  has  been  a steadily  increasing  demand 
on  this  service  during  the  year. 

Examples  of  the  type  of  case  to  which  the 
services  of  Home  Helps  are  available  are  :~ 

Maternity  cases. 

Where  the  housewife  falls  ill  or  must 
have  an  operation. 

Where  the  wife  is  suddenly  called  away 
to  see  her  husband  in  hospital,  and 
arrangements  have  to  be  made  to  look  after 
the  children. 

Elderly  people  who  are  infirm  or  one  of 
whom  falls  ill. 

Where  several  members  of  the  family  are 
ill  at  the  same  time,. 


PREVALENCE  OE

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  most  prevalent  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year  were  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough. 

The  incidence  of  measles,  however,  was  very  low  in 
the  District,  although  this  disease  was  extremely 
prevalent  during  the  year  in  England  and  Wales. 

All  but  one  of  the  26  cases  of  dysentery, 
and  26  of  the  total  of  56  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
occurred  in  the  Menston  Mental  Hospital. 

There  were  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis, 
both  of  which  were  mild. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified. 

Typhoid . 

During  the  yea.r  there  was  a-  small  outbreak 
of  typhoid  fever  at  the  Menston  Mental  Hospital.  The 
cases  were  fortunately  all  confined  to  the  female  patients 
in  one  particular  ward  of  the  hospital. 

The  first  case  was  notified  on  the  30th  June, 
p.nd  a further  seven  cases  were  notified  to  the  Depart- 
ment during  July  and  the  first  week  in  August.  In 
addition  there  were  two  confirmed  cases  which  were  not 
notified.  Five  other  patients  came  under  suspicion  on 
clinical  grounds,  but  were  not  confirmed  bacteriologically 
or  serologically. 

Salmonella  Typhi  was  isolated  from  the 
stools  in  7 of  the  cases,  the  organism  being  of  the 
Vi-phage  type  E.l  in  6 of  these  and  type  D.l  in  one  case. 
The  anomalous  findings  in  this  lo,tter  case  were  unexplaine 
In  the  other  3 cases  no  positive  bacteriological  or 
serological  results  were  obtained,  but  typhoid  intestinal 
ulceration  was  found  at  post  mortem. 

Salmonella  Typhi  of  Vi-phage  type  E.l  was 
isolated  from  the  faeces  of  a patient  in  the  ward  who 
remained  perfectly  well,  and  was  considered  to  be  the 
co.rrier  from  which  the  other  cases  originated.

As  a result  of  the  repeal  of  the  Vaccination 
Acts  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  compulsory 
vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  and  the  functions 
and  appointments  of  Public  Vaccinators  and  Vaccination 
Officers  came  to  an  end  as  from  the  5th  July,  1948. 
Vaccination  in  the  Urban  District  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  Local  Health  Authority, 
and  under  their  arrangements  is  carried  out  free  of  charge 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  by  private  medical  practi- 
tioners.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twelfth 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December,  1948. 

The  report  is  again  kept  to  a minimum  but 
detailed  charts  are  given  to  show  the  vital  factors 
which  are  necessary  for  comparison  in  the  district. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  for  1948  showed  a 
slight  decrease  over  the  previous  year,  but  this  was  due 
to  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  salvage  of  £360  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  question  of  refuse  disposal  has  now  received 
the  full  consideration  of  the  Committee,  visits  having 
been  made  to  the  refuse  disposal  plants  at  both  Wigan 
and  St.  Annes,  as  a result  of  which  application  has  now 
been  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  permission  to 
erect  a similar  type  of  plant  in  this  distrct. 

The  management  of  most  factories  in  the  district 
have  shown  enthusiasm  and  foresight  in  carrying  out 
improvements  in  their  mills  and  workshops,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  washing  facilities, 
sanitary  accommodation  and  canteen  facilities.  In  most 
cases  the  sanitary  accommodation  has  been  entirely 
rebuilt  and  great  improvements  have  been  made  also  with 
the  decorations  internally  of  the  workplaces  adding 
greatly  to  the  amenities  of  the  factories  generally. 

All  ice-cream  premises  have  now  complied  with 
our  requirements  and  as  will  be  noticed  most  of  the  samples 
of  ice-cream  taken  were  satisfactory;  none  coming  within 
category  C for  rejection.  The  ice-cream  cart  or  barrow 
will  now  have  to  bring  about  general  improvements  to 
comply  with  clean  food  handling. 

The  question  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  still 
given  our  earnest  consideration  and  recordings  of  the 
pollution  of  the  atmosphere  are  taken  both  for  sulphur 
dioxide  and  smoke,  and  also  for  the  total  deposited  solids. 
As  will  be  noticed  experimental  deposit  gauges  have  now 
been  spread  over  the  district  thereby  giving  us  a complete 
picture  as  to  the  deposit  of  soot  and  grit  in  the  area. 

On  examining  the  results  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
prevailing  winds  are  a deciding  factor  in  many  cases  where 
heavy  monthly  deposits  occur  . The  estimated  actual 
deposits  for  twelve  months  show  the  Tranmere  area  to  have  th 
least  with  97  tons  and  Nunroyd  Park  the  heaviest  with  a 
deposit  of  167  tons. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you, 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  for  your  kind  co-operation  in 
all  matters  relating  to  my  department,  whilst  I would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  my  staff 
for  their  loyal  support  during  the  year.

MILK  and  ICE-CREAM 
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During  the  year  231  samples  were  taken  informally 
and  tested  in  the  Laboratory,  the  samples  being  made  up 
as  follows :-

There  are  40  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  district, 
the  total  number  of  cowsheds  being  47  and  the  approximate 
number  of  cows  in  milk  being  794. 

The  number  of  producers  of  Tuberculin  tested  milk 
is  5 while  there  are  6 Accredited  producers.  We  have  also 
two  milk  pasteurising  plants  registered. 

Of  the  70  samples  of  milk  taken  for  bacteriolog- 
ical examination,  67  were  satisfactory.  48  samples 
subjected  to  the  phosphatase  test  were  also  satisfactory, 
one  sample  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  test. 

One  sample  was  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  for  adulteration  and  found  genuine. 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  Ice-cream  is  36,  of  which  32  are  for  permission 
to  sell  only,  while  4 are  registered  for  both  selling  and 
manufacturing  of  same . 

The  numbers  of  Ice-cream  samples  taken  for  the 
modified  Methylene  Blue  test  and  maintenance  of  low 
temperature  was  65  and  gave  the  following  results :-

HOUSING 

During  the  year  1948,  the  third  year  of  the 
erection  of  houses  for  this  district  since  the  cessation 
of  hostilities,  there  were  91  houses  completed,  9 of 
which  were  by  private  enterprise,  1 in  Guiseley,  1 in 
Rawdon  and  7 in  Hawksworth,  against  11  houses  built  in 
1947.  The  Council  completed  57  houses  at  Rawdon  on  the 
Springfield  Estate,  and  25  on  the  Haw  Estate  at  Yeadon.,  a 
total  of  82  against  102  houses  completed  in  the  previous 
year.  It  is  a great  pity  that  building  is  not  allowed  to 
proceed  at  a more  rapid  pace.  For  example,  during  the 
three  years  1937  to  1939?  755  houses  were  built,  an  average 
of  252  p^r  year,  these  comprised  182  Council  houses  and 
573  houses  erected  privately,  whilst  for  the  three  years 
1946  to  1949?  there  has  been  erected  293  houses,  50 
temporary,  202  permanent  Council  houses,  and  41  dwellings 
built  by  private  enterprise. 

Inspection  of  the  existing  accommodation  of  all 
prospective  tenants  for  Council  houses  is  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  the  Housing  Manager,  and  by  this  co-opera- 
tion a constant  check  is  kept  on  the  housing  conditions  of 
the  district,  both  in  regard  to  overcrowding  and  bad 
housing  conditions. 


When  the  new  Housing  Aot  comes  into  force 
owners  will  be  able,  if  the  principle  is  adopted  by  the 
Council,  to  borrow  money  to  bring  about  general  improve- 
ments to  existing  houses  and  may  put  a percentage 
increase  on  the  rents  corresponding  to  the  amount  of 
money  spent  on  the  works  carried  out.  This  legislation 
has  been  long  awaited, as  in  many  cases  existing  houses 
are  deteriorating  due  to  the  impositions  caused  by  the 
Rent  and  Mortgages  Restrictions  Act.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  District  of  Aireborough  is  provided  with 
two  public  water  supplies,  viz.  the  Guiseley  undertaking 
which  is  owned  by  the  Aireborough  Urban  District  Council, 
and  which  provides  the  parish  of  Guiseley,  and  the 
Yeadon  Waterworks  Company,  which  is  a private  Company, 
and  which  supplies  the  remainder  of  the  District. 

51  Samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriol- 
ogical and  chemical  examination  of  the  supplies  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.  The  supply  provided  by 
Guiseley  is  chiefly  borehole  water  and,  therefore,  is 
inclined  to  be  hard.  The  water  gathered  by  the  Yeadon 
Waterworks  Company  is  moorland  water  and , therefore , soft, 
and  a constant  check  is  kept  on  this  supply  in  the  Council's 
Laboratory,  by  the  installation  of  an  electrically- 
operated  pH  Recorder,  as  also  is  the  water  pressure  in 
the  mains  by  a recording  pressure  gauge. 

The  Yeadon  Waterworks  have  connected  their  new 
Carlton  borehole  supply  to  the  Haw  area  of  Yeadon,  so  as 
to  supplement  this  supply  when  the  Reva  supply  is  getting 
low.  We  have  received  complaints  from  the  residents  in 
this  area  that  when  the  Carlton  supply  is  turned  on  there 
is  hardness  of  the  water,  but  the  water  is  not  excessively 
hard.  However,  the  Company  have  applied  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  permission  to  instal  a water  softening  plant. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  not  on  a public 
water  supply  in  the  District  is  92,  but  the  majority  of 
these  have  a piped  supply  from  private  sources. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  ending  1948,  3,597  loads  of 
refuse  were  collected.  A seven  day  collection  of  refuse 
is  given  throughout  the  district,  and  we  also  carry  out 
refuse  collection  in  a small  portion  of  the  Bradford  City 
area  and  charge  that  city  with  the  cost  thereof. 

The  disposal  has  been  by  tipping,  and  the  com- 
pleted tip  at  Hawksworth  Lane  is  being  levelled  by  the 
removal  of  the  out-crop  from  the  quarry  side  to  cover  the 
surface  of  the  tip,  while  the  quarry  in  conjunction  with 
the  Haw  Estate  has  been  completely  filled  and  the  surface 
levelled  off. 

Salvage  was  commenced  by  the  Council  in  April, 
1940,  and  to  the  period  ending  31st  March, 1949,  2,777  tons 
of  material  have  been  salvaged  and  sold  for  £14,626.  For 
the  year  ending  March,  1949,  we  salvaged  232  tons  of 
material  and  sold  same  for  £1,545,  an  increase  of  52  tons 
of  material  and  sold  for  an  increased  cost  of  £360  on  the 
previous  year.  The  statistical  chart  is  appended.  The 
cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1949,  was  £244  per  1,000  population  and  £802 
per  1,000  houses,  showing  a slight  decrease  in  cost  on  the 
previous  year. 

The  Council  have  been  negotiating  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  permission  to  erect  a modern  Refuse 
Separation  and  Disposal  Plant.  The  suggested  scheme 
consisted  of  a 20  cu.  yd.  refuse  receiving  hopper,  provided 
with  a 2-ft.6-in.  wide  steel  belt  elevating  conveyor  which 
elevates  the  refuse  to  a 5-ft.  diameter  rotary  screen  for 
the  separation  of  dust  and  cinders.  The  refuse  is  then 
conveyed  on  to  a 30  inch  Picking  Conveyor  for  the  removal 
of  salvage,  while  an  overband  electro  magnetic  separator 
is  arranged  to  extract  all  tins  and  various  materials. 

The  rejects  or  tailings  are  then  conveyed  into  the  incinera- 
tor cells  of  which  there  are  two  in  number,  each  of  30  sq.ft, 
area. 
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These  grates  will  be  constructed  in  the  form  of  a 
trough  whereby  the  mass  of  clinker  is  withdrawn  into 
a suspended  skip  for  transport  along  an  overhead  runway. 

This  mechanical  form  of  clinkering  takes  considerably 
less  time  than  when  the  work  is  performed  by  hand.  Also 
fitted  is  a water  type  dust  trap  which  is  connected  to 
a 100-f t . chimney  stack,  3-ft.6~in,  diameter.  All  these 
necessary  particulars  have  been  supplied  to  the  Ministry 
and  sanction  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  is  now  awaited. 

I herewith  give  typical  analysis  of  winters  refuse  as 
collected  from  the  various  types  of  houses  in  the  district, 
and  also  showing  the  density,  volume  and  the  percentage 
of  paper  collected  separately,  also  the  number  of  houses 
of  different  rateable  value • in  the  district.

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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


Fifty-six  visits  have  been  made  to  Factories 
and  Workshops  in  the  District,  and  improvements  are 
being  carried  out  for  more  adequate  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion and  washing  facilities,  at  Messrs.  Moons  Ltd., 
Crompton  Parkinsons  and  Thompson  Waites  Ltd. 

Nine  notioes  were  served  for  insufficient  or 
unsuitable  and  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

On  taking  over  the  Authorities  in  1937,  there 
existed  in  the  District  15  privies  with  open  middens, 

18  pail  closets,  and  288  privies  with  covered  middens. 

Since  that  date  266  of  these  privies  have  been  re-construct- 
ed as  w.c.’s  and  5 of  the  waste  water  closets  have  also 
been  converted,  whilst  91  additional  w.c.’s  were  provided 
for  old  properties,  and  the  number  of  new  w.c.'s  provided 
for  new  houses  was  1,615.  This  leaves  in  the  entire 
district  only  37  privies  and  18  pail  closets.  Some  of 
these  are  in  areas  where  the  property  is  already  condemned 
and  is  due  for  demolition,  6 are  waiting  for  the  necessary 
work  to  be  carried  out,  and  the  remainder  are  connected 
with  outlying  properties  where  there  is  neither  a sewer 
nor  septic  tanks  to  deal  with  same. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


New  sewers  were  laid  for  the  proposed  new 
Council  House  Estate  at  the  Haw,  Yeadon,  but  no  further 
improvements  were  made  in  the  District. 

The  village  of  Hawks worth  still  requires 

sewering . 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


New  Public  Conveniences  for  both  sexes  were 
erected  and  completed  at  Oxford  Road,  Guiseley,  and 
New  Scarboro , Yeadon,  and  are  proving  a decided  advantage 
to  the  areas  which  they  serve.  The  conveniences  at 
Albert  Square  and  Town  Hall  Square,  Yeadon,  require 
entirely  reconstructing,  or  a new  set  of  conveniences  for 
both'  sexes  which'would  adequately  serve  the  whole  area 
of  High  Street,  while  it  is  also  desirable  that  conveniences 
should  be  erected  in  the  vicinity  of  White  Cross,  where 
considerable  numbers  of  people  commence  their  journeys 
into  the  Dales  or  return  therefrom  and  await  transport 
to  or  from  the  District. 
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RATS  AND  MICE 


One  hundred  and  twenty  visits  have  been 
made  for  the  elimination  of  rodents  in  the  district, 
and  baiting  has  been  carried  out  where  necessary.  As 
previously  reported,  we  are  not  infested  with  rats  in 
the  sewers  proper;  when' a percentage  check  bait  was 
taken  over  the  District,  the  result  was  nil,  except  in 
six  cases  when  the  drains  leading  to  sewer  manholes  were 
baited  connected  to  infested  property.  The  absence  of 
vermin  is  due  to  the  fall  in  the  sewers  of  the  District 
and  the  constant  flushing  of  same,  thereby  making  it 
impossible  for  rats  to  exist  therein.
